A PROMISE THAT WAS KEPT. 


CABiiTMi, in Lis Frederick the Great, has a cap¬ 
tivating chapter upon this event, tiiat thrilled all 
Germany and the Protestant world of 1732, with 
its singular, romantic and religious interest. 

The Salzburg country (northeast slope of the 
Tyrol) is celebrated by tourists for its airy beauty, 
rocky mountains, smooth, green valleys, and swift, 
rushing streams, 

Salzburg is a romantic city, far off among its 
beautiful mountains, shadowing iteelf in the Salza 
river, which rushes down into the Inn, and flows 
through it into the Danube. This lovely Salzburg 
region was one of the remote nooks to which Pro¬ 
testantism had been driven, by the sleek Jesuit 
fathers in serge habits, and terrible Wallenstein ii 
chain armor, when the Thirty Years’ War decided 
Austria on the Catholic side. [Before this 
there was ^ fair chance all Austria would become

Her Majesty was charity and grace combined 
among the exiles, and had large parties of them 
over to supper, in the fine gardens of Monbijou, 
and gave them Bibles among other gifts, where 
they lacked them through the Archbishop’s perse¬ 
cution. On one occasion, she picked out a hand¬ 
some lass, and had painter Pesne over to take her 
portrait in her Tyrolese hat. This portrait thence¬ 
forth shone on the walls of Monbijou, and the Tyr¬ 
olese hat was taken up by fashion and much 
by the ladies of Berlin. 

lie Salzburgers had five hundred long miles to 
the end of their journey. The men were allowed 
the whole way four groschen a day for road ex¬ 
penses, the women each three groschen, and every 
Siild two. At length they were at the farther end 
of the long march, where they found all ready ; 
tight cotti^es, tillable fields, all implements fnr- 
nShed, and stock even to “ Federvich ” or Chanti¬ 
cleer with a modicum of hens. Old neighbors and 
such as liked each other were put together, fields 
grew green again, desolate scrubs and scrags yield¬ 
ing to grass and com. Wooden clocks came to 
vi^, and old trades were revived in those new lo- 
cahties ; and a useful, solid population was per¬ 
manently added to Prussia in this teal idyllic way. 
Seventeen thousand fared steadily forward upon 
their four groschen a day in the two or tl 
that the emigration lasted.

quiet Salzbnrg^^rs, who read their Gei-man Bibles, 
made wooden clocks, and took care of their pas¬ 
tures and cattle, as harmless people as breathed 
the vital air. 

It was an evil hour for these good dissenters 
when, in 1727, the new Archbishop came to live in 
Salzburg, the Archbishop’s city of Upper Austria. 
He was lean and rigid in his Orthodoxy, and de- 
determined to haul forth this Protestantism, hid¬ 
ing in his little bit of a sovereignty, and worry it 
to death as he thought he ought to do. 

Law-terriers hunted through the green valleys, 
smeUing out the Bibles and devout books in those 
humble homes, making lists of Bible-reading cot¬ 
tagers, drag^g them to prison, fines, confiscation 
and tribulation if they would not cease reading. 
The peaceable Salzburgers, who were ready to dofi 
their sloifch hats, almost to mankind in general, 
were entirely obstinate in that matter of the Bible 
“ Cannot, your Reverence ; must not, dare not I ”

rose among them, “Let us sell oar possessions 
and leave Salzburg.” In their trial they thought 
of the staunch Protestant Frederick WiUiam, King 
of Prussia. 

They sent two deputies—solid-hearted, thick, 
solid men—to him, at Berlin, able to answer for 
themselves and give real account of their cause. 

His Majesty, busy with the betrothal of the 
Prince Frederick (afterwards the Great), found 
time to satisfy himself that the Salzburgers were 
good Protestants—of very pious, peaceable nature, 
suffering bard wrong—and dismissed the deputies 
with the cheering assurance, “ Return, and say 


there shall be help.” And straightway he laid 
strong, swift, steady hand on the business. 

Fr^erick William wrote to the OathoUc Kaiser, 
and the Protestant kings of England and HoUand, 
that he should take effectual steps in behalf of the 
Salzburgers. He ordered vacant Prussian lands to 
be surveyed, and moneys laid up, and homes got 
ready for the poor, oustM, persecuted Salzburgers. 

Niue hundred of them h^ been driven over the 
frontier, in the dead of Winter, gray-haired old 
men and feeble women among them, to seek quar¬ 
ters in the wide, unknown world at that inclement 
season. They had cowered in the Bavarian cities 
tin the weather should mend, and Frederick Wil¬ 
liam’s arrangements were completed for them and 
their brethren. 

Away in the northeast of Prussia, long years be¬ 
fore, a pestilence had nearly depopulated fifty-two 
towns, and hundreds of thousands of fertile acres 
fell to waste, because the hands that ploughed 
them were swept away. 

Frederick WiUiam, whose heart was set on in- 
dust^ and visible prosperity in his dominions, 
had invited colonists from Saxony and Switzerland 
to come and tiU and reap in this desolated part of 
Prussia. Thousands of families were already weU 
nestled there, and there was stiU room for thou¬ 
sands more. So this Salzburg emigration will fit 
as by pre-established harmoinr, into the ancient 
Prussian sorrow, and “two afflictions weU put to¬ 
gether shaU become a consolation,” as the proverb 
promises. 

February 2d, 1732, Frederick William’s procla¬ 
mation flew abroad over the world, brief, business¬ 
like, cheering, “ Come, ye poor Salzburgers, there 
are homes provided for you. Commissioners wiU 
take charge of your long march and yon. Be 
Mnd, aU Christian German princes, do not hinder 
them and me. ” 

In a few days the flr841ot of emigrants, a thou¬ 
sand stremg, fairly take the road, a long road and 
a strange—above five hundred miles before they 
get to Halle, within the Prussian border, and then 
seven hundred more to their new homes in the 
distant East. Men, women, infants and grand¬ 
fathers are there — most of their property ruin¬ 
ously sold, their poor bits of preciosities and 
heir-looms made np into bundles, ticketed and 
stowed on the baggage-wagons. “ Some have 
their own poor cart and horse to carry the old or 
the too young, those that cannot walk”—a pil¬ 
grimage like that of the Children of Israel, such a 
pUgrim caravan as was seldom heard of in those 
Western countries.* These poor bundles—the 
making of them np, the stowing of them ; the 
pangs of simple hearts in those remote, native val¬ 
leys ; the tears that were not seen ; the cries that 
were addressed to God only ; and then at last the 
actual turning out of the poor caravan, staff in 
hand, no audible complaint from it, ready to march, 
and then marching on—who ean think of it with¬ 
out emotion, sad, and yet in a sort blessed ? 

This lively, picturesque phenomenon was heard 
of at all German firesides, and filled the imagina¬ 
tion in aU European lands. “ On their getting to 
the Anspach territory, there was so iner^ible a joy 
at the arrival of these exiled Brothers in the Faith 
that, in aU places, even the smallest hamlets, the 
hells were set a-toUing, and nothing was heard hat 
a peal of welcome from far and near.” 

At Bairentb, it was Good Fridmf when the pil¬ 
grims arrived. “ They aU went in a body to the 
ehurch, and at coming out were one and all carried 
off to dinner, a very scramble arising among the 
townsfolk to get hold of Pilgrims and dine them. 
Vast numbers were oarried to the Palace, the home 
of enWtaining Wilhelmina, the favorite sister of 
Frederick the Great. One figures this lively lady 
busy among them,- doing everything with spirit for
